1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed February 9, 20 1 0. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 38-49 and 51-58 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration, it is agreed that both Brachert et al. and Barton et al. fail to anticipate or render 
obvious a method for controlling a brake pressure, wherein a step of increasing the brake 
pressure in the wheel brake on the high coefficient of friction side in comparison with the brake 
pressure in the wheel brake on the low coefficient of friction side is based on the stability index 
exceeding a predetermined threshold value.
